~ DISABLES CAR 


Passengers on West End Car 
Badly Shaken by Explosion,

A West End car, No, 96, was badly 
damaged and the passengers thrown into

Hancock Was Notorious for 
His Reckless Perform- 
ances in His Auto. 


Los Angeles, Cal., July 2!1.—M. T. Han 
cock, the well-known millionaire plow in- 
ventor and marrufacturer, is dead, ag the 
result of an automobile accident in this 
city late last night in which he, his son 
and daughter were seriously injured.

With him 
in the front seat was his younger broth- 
er, Newton Hancock, who was the only 
member of the party to escape unhurt.

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Atianta’s Water Works System. 

Editor Constitution: The public gen- 
erally is not at all familiar with the many 
problems which confront us in our pres- 
ent water works system. Having investi- 
gated everything fully I do not hesitate 
the assertion that great danger stares 
us in the face, not only of an insufficient 
| Supply, but also as to the impure char- 
| acter of that furnished. Unless something 
| is done very soon the present system will 
be wholly inadequate. 
| I find figst of all, that there is only 
one main from the river to the reservoir. 
After twelve years’ use this main has be- 
come so clogged that its capacity has be- 
come reduced one-third, In other words 
a 20-inch pipe carries out all the water 
this old 30-inch main can deliver. The in- 
take at the river is 225° feet below the 
| bank of the reservoir, so that the water 
has to be lifted and pumped at that 
elevation. In the effort to keep the reser- 
voir full of water it takes a pressure 
of 120 pounds, which is 15 pounds more 
than the pumps were built for. The actual 
Suarantee on the pumps at the river 
station only being 110 pounds and carry. 
ing 125 pounds constantly puts us in 
danger of having our water supply cut 
off. 

Second. The coagulating basin needs 
improvement, Owing to the accumulation 
of mud this basin must be washed out 
Once a month, While this is being done 


voir to the filters. The filters 
take out both the mud and other im- 
purities and hence we get muddy water 
to drink. A second coagulating basin 


from the one while cleaning out 
Other. Added to this is a great necessity 
for another clear water basin. Every- 


basin is true of the clear water basin. 

Third. We need more pumping capacity. 
We now have 35,000,000 gallons capacity, 
divided into two 10,000,000 and one I15,- 
000,000 gallon. So long as the 15,000,000 
gallon pump holds out we can get along. 
Should this: pump give out we are 
to the mercy of the two 
lon pumps. Often the pumpage runs up 
to 20,000,000 gallons a day. It can be 
easily seen that we need another good 
15,000,000 gallon pump. 

A splendid provision would be the lay- 
ing of a new 36-inch main from station 
No. 2 into the very heart of the city, not 
allowing any connections to be made on 
this main until it reaches the center of 
the city. This would incrgase the pres- 
sure very materially and bring it up to 
the demand. 

As-a citizen I believe we ought to In- 
terest ourselves in our. public utilities 
and whenever we can do so, without be- 
coming officlous or offensive, give the 
benefit of our research. I believe every 
taxpayer ought to have the opportunity 
of getting the use of water on his prop- 
erty. The water works system. of At- 
lanta is a splendid paying Investment and 
every dollar we put on it In improve- 
ment will be brought back into the 
treasury in large dividends. 

In a future article I will be glad to 
show the value of our system as a 
source of revenue to our city.

JEFF DAVIS AND CROMARTIE 
ARE HEARD BY COMMITTEE 


Two of the Proposed New Counties Present Their 
Claims for Existence---Opposition to 
Cromartie. 


The new county of “Jeff Davis” which 
f* is proposed to create from parts of 
the counties of Pike and Monroe had 
an earnest and able advocate before the 
‘reuse and senate new county commit- 
‘tees yesterday afternoon in Hon. A. A. 
‘Murphy, of Barnesville. 
| Mr. Murphy called his witnesses and 
presen ed his case in an expeditious 
jimenner that seemed to piease the com- 
i r.ittee. 
| After a brief statement in behalf of 
ithe new county, Mr. Murphy called his 
witnesses up ang examined them at the 
Tate of about one a minute. 
| Among the witnesses in favor of the 
new county, J. B. Fleming, Floyd Wise, 
‘T M. Haygood and J. B. W. Goddard, 
of Johnstonville district, In Monroe 
ccunty, testified that the people of theu 
scction were a unit in favor of goings 
irto the new county. E. Rumble, J. H. 
Mott, E. W. Brazier and J. G. Bush, 
fiom the Grogansville district, in Mon- 
re, gave similar testimony, as did aiso 
A. H. Chappell, F. A. Etheridge, James 
W. English and Charles English, of 
Loionville, and E. F. Maddox, T. Z. 
“.bercrombie and H. N. Sappington, of 
the Red Bone district, Monroe county. 
All of these said all but a few of the 
people in that part of Monroe to be 
affected wanted to come into the new 
ccunty, and that the distance was much 
nearer to Barnesville than to For- 
syth. 

Next witnesses from the part of Pike 
to be affected were called by Mr. Mur- 
phy. Mayor J. H. Wilson, S. J. Halli, 
Jchn Berry, J. B. Head and G. T. Wel- 
don, of Milner, testified that 90 to 95 
per cent of the people in that section 
Vanted the new county, and that they 
were from 5 to 7 miles nearer to Barnes- 
ville than to Zebulon. 6 ©. Collen, 
of Piedmont, and J. W. Stafford, of 
Farnesville, testified that the people of 
those communities were unanimously in 
favor of the new county of Jeff Davis. 
The eastern part of Pike county, Mr. 
Murphy declared, was just as separate 
fiom the western part as are any twu 
ccunties in the state. 

In reply to Mr. Hall, of Bibb, Mr. 
Murphy said the new county was wili- 
ing to take in that part of Upson which 
was nearer to Barnesville than to Thom- 
aston, but he said he understood the 
Urson county people did not want to 
come. 

In & pamphlet issued by the Jeff Davis 
county committee, it is shown that the 
Froposed new county wil! contein 174 
scuare miles, a population of 11,005 and 
taxable property of $2,149,419. 


Opposition to “Jeff Davis.” 
Hon.. Robert L. Berner, of Forsyth, ap- 
peared before the committee to oppos¢ 
the creation of “Jeff Davis’ county, on 
the part of Monroe. Mr. Berner said he 
would present petitions, numerously 
signed by parties living in that part of 
Monroe proposed to be taken. in Opyro- 
sition to going into the new county. 
The people of Monroe did not want to 
‘see their county divided and dismem- 

bered and would resist it to the last.

328 square miles of territory, population
